The closest prior art of record (WO 02/074268 A2) does not teach or disclose a 
composition for^oloring keratin fibers, a multi-compartment kit or a method for dyeing hair 
comprising or utilizing a composition comprising at least one heterocyclic hydrazone derivative 
of a formula (1), in which X denotes sulfur and Y and Z denote substituted carbon atoms as 
claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
having ordinary ^kill in the art of keratin fibers dyeing formulation.
